tun  activity  is  carried  on  in  China  to- 
i,  With  many  worship  services  held 
underground,  says  Dr.  Frank  H  Con- 
Usurer  of  the  Chin.  M.ss.on 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Mr.  Connely  came  out  of  communist 
China  last  August  and  since  that  time 
has  carried  on  his  work  from  Hong 
Kong  Now  in  the  States  on  furlough, 
he  spoke  at  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board. 

The  missionary  told  of  a  recent  re¬ 
port  from  a  Chinese  Christian  layman 
that  130  Christians  from  one  community 
gather  for  prayer  meeting  before  day¬ 
light  each  morning.  He  estimated  that 
less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  Chinese 
people  are  sympathetic  toward  com¬ 
munism.  That  percentage  can  rule,  he 
said,  because  they  have  gotten  the 
spirit  of  fear  into  the  people. 

“Communism  is  not  going  to  allow 
anyone  to  live  and  be  free  who  doesn’t 
join  in  with  them,”  he  said.  “Reports

EDGEWATER  PARK,  Miss.,  — (BP)— 
Clarification  of  the  proper  division  of 
Cooperative  Program  offerings  between 
state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
mission  causes  was  the  object  of  a  re¬ 
cent  Conference  on  Co-operation  con¬ 
ducted  here  and  comprised  of  state  sec¬ 
retaries  and  a  special  committee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Executive 
Committee.

Much  planning  la  required  to  assure  smooth 
operation  of  the  technical  side  of  the  annual  Southern  Baptist  <^>nventton  that 
meets  this  year,  June  30-34.  in  San  Francisco.  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  (left),  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  along  with  the  Committee  on  Ar¬ 
rangements  is  responsible  for  contracts  with  the  local  arrangements  committee. 
Porter  Routto,  secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Board's  department  of  survey, 
statistics  and  information,  is  the  convention’s  senior  secretary  and  publishes 
the  599  page  annual  after  each  session.

Fully  realizing  the  tremendous  power 
and  influence  of  the  public  press,  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  have  met  a  long  felt 
and  growing  need  through  the  recent 
appointment  of  an  official  Press  Rep¬ 
resentative.  We  have  long  felt  the  need 
of  keeping  the  life  and  work  of  our  de¬ 
nomination  before  the  public  in  an  in- 
•  formative  and  effective  way. 

This  need  is  being  met  through  the 
selection  of  one  of  our  regular  full¬ 
time  workers,  Joe  Abrams,  Associate 
Secretary  of  the  Training  Union  De¬ 
partment.  who  will  handle  the  press 
assignment  along  with  his  regular  Train¬ 
ing  Union  duties. 

Mr.  Abrams  comes  to  this  work  well- 
prepared  because  of  a  background  rich 
in  newspaper  experience.  For  several 
years  before  entering  full-time  religious 
work  he  was  connected  with  the  Daily 
Commercial  Dispatch  of  Columbus, 
Miss.  He  has  also  had  considerable 
experience  writing  for  religious  publica¬ 
tions.  The  above,  along  with  his  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  pastorate  and  in  state 
work,  eminently  qualifies  him  for  the 
task. 

Altar  Mvtrsl  weeks  el  study  and 
preparation,  nows  releases  of  our  work 
are  now  going  systematically  to  131 
newspapers  circulating  in  ewr 
state  as  well  as  two  nors  serv¬ 
ices.  This  list  will  probably 
grow.  The  issuing  of  nows  releases, 

|  however,  is  but  the  beginning.  Our  Press 
Representative  as  time  geos  on  will  in¬ 
crease  the  usefulness  and  effectiveness 
of  this  new  service.  His  service  during 
our  State  Convention  in  November  will 
be  of  great  value  in  getting  a  larger 
and  fairer  press  coverage  for  our  Con¬ 
vention  meeting. 

Four  worthy  objectives  for  this  new 
service  are  hereby  presented: 

1.  Releasing  of  news  of  all  our  work. 
News  of  all  our  work  will  be  released, 
as  it  manifests  itself  through  our  Con¬ 
vention  Board  Office.  Included  will  be 
all  news  of  a  general  nature  as  well 
as  that  of  all  the  departments.  This 
service  will  be  available  to  any  of  our 
institutions  so  desiring  to  use  it,  as  well 
as  any  agency  or  part  of  our  work. 

2.  Confidence  of  the  press.  The  aver¬ 
age  newspaper  ia  anxious  to  print  our 
news,  provided  it  is  released  to  them 
accurately  and  fairly  and  written  and 
prepared  in  newspaper  style  and  lan¬ 
guage.  The  press  can  become  one  of  our 
greatest  allies  once  we  gain  and  merit 
its  confidence. 

X  Reaching  all  of  our  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple.  In  all  fairness  it  must  be  said  that 
all  of  the  Baptist  people  do  not  read 
our  Baptist  periodicals.  We  wish  they 
did.  Therefore,  many  of  them  can  bo 
reached  and  enlisted  through  the  public 
press.  Thereby  this  new  service  will  be¬ 
come  a  tremendous  promotional  power 
in  reaching  and  enlisting  all  our  Bap¬ 
tist  people. 

4.  Gaining  greater  respect  and  ad¬ 
miration  of  general  public.  A  complete 
press  coverage  of  all  our  constructive 
work  will  have  a  tendency  to  gain  for 
our  denomination  a  greater  respect  and 
admiration  and  sympathy  on  the  part  of 
the  general  public.  Since  our  greatest 
potential  for  growth  is  found  in  the  un¬ 
reached  general  public  then  this  will 
be  of  untold  value  to  our  work. 

The  position  of  Press  Representative 
was  authorized  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Convention  Board  at  its 
moot  recent  maetia*.

Dr.  Connely  said  that  a  communist 
leader  in  charge  of  that  part  of  the 
government  work  was  heard  to  say, 
“You  can  always  depend  upon  Chris¬ 
tian  grain  sacks.” 

"If  Christians  worked  one-half  as  hard 
at  being  Christian  as  communists  work 
at  their  task  of  being  communist,  wo 
could  win  the  world,"  Dr.  Connely  con¬ 
tinued.  "They  are  realists;  they  have 
to  bo." 

Of  the  present  world  situation  he  said: 
“Our  only  hope  is  in  unity  If  the  United 
Nations  would  get  together  on  their  dif¬ 
ferences  and  put  their  whole  hearts 
into  this,  the  communists  would  stop. 
They  are  working  for  a  world  revolu¬ 
tion.  They  know  that  the  best  way  to 
bring  that  about  is  to  keep  us  divided 
and  uncertain  among  ourselves. 

“The  only  American  news  that  has 
gotten  into  the  China  papers  for  the 
last  year  are  the  quotations  of  crit¬ 
icism  that  Americans  have  made  about 
the  American  government.  That  is  the 
communist  line. 

“We  cannot  get  anywhere  by  com¬ 
promise.  We  should  have  learned  that 
from  the  other  war.  When  Moscow  gets 
contral  of  China  and  Korea,  India  the 
Philippine  Islands,  and  other  Asiatic 
countries  will  follow. 

“Communism  calls  for  world  domina¬ 
tion.  It  will  never  be  content  to  be  con¬ 
fined  to  any  one  country.  It  is  all  or 
nothing  with  them.  They  will  kill  any¬ 
thing  or  anybody  who  gets  in  the  way.”

after  liberation.  It  was  in  bad  condition 
but  I  brought  new  tires  and  other  parts 
from  Tokyo  and  it  is  again  in  pretty 
good  condition.  _ 

Preached  the  past  two  Sundays  Ur  a 
group  of  Baptist  refugees  who  meet  in 
two  of  our  rooms.  They  come  from  North 
and  South  Korea.  Most  of  them  look 
pale  from  undernourishment  and  other 
suffering;  their  clothes  were  threadbare 
but  the  light  of  heaven  was  on  their 
faces  as  they  listened  to  the  Gospel. 
Yesterday  two  of  our  pastors  came  from 
churches  between  here  and  Seoul.  Pour 
days  on  the  Way.  They  tell  heart-rend¬ 
ing  stories  of  the  suffering  of  people 
everywhere.  We  know  definitely  of  the 
death  of  four  of  our  pastors,  several 
deacons  an-  laymen.  No  news  has  come 
from  the  pastors  in  North  Korea  aod 
it  is  presumed  they  were  killed  after 
they  were  carried  away  by  the  com¬ 
munists. 

There  is  great  need  for  all  kinds  of 
relief.  Much  of  the  country  suffered 
d rough  last  year  and  just  as  the  people 
were  about  ready  to  harvest  the  little 
crop  the  country  was  flooded  with  com¬ 
munist  armies.  People  fled  for  their 
lives.  When  they  returned  there  was 
nothing  to  eat  or  wear  and  in  many  in¬ 
stances  no  bouse  to  live  in.  Many  died 
from  exposure,  undernourishment  and 
diesease.  They  have  no  money  for  a 
doctor  or  medicine.  Numbers  of  orphans 
roam  the  streets  begging  or  stealing. 

I  am  told  United  Nations  has  a  lot 
of  relief  supplies  piled  up  here  and  in 
Japan  but  because  of  their  intricats 
system  of  dispensing  few  people  are  re¬ 
ceiving  help.  My  coming  with  Baptist 
relief  funds  and  with  promise  of  mors 
has  done  much  to  encourage  and  cheer 
all  who  have  heard  about  tt.  They  win 
forever  be  grateful  to  Southern  Baptists 
for  remembering  them  in  their  darkest 
hour  and  greatest  need.  I  am  told  the 
next  three  months  will  be  the  most 
critical. 

We  shall  need  several  other  mission¬ 
aries  to  hel|  in  relief  work  and  general 
missionary  work.  Medical  and  evange¬ 
listic  workers  are  needed  most.  Peo¬ 
ple  are  being  saved  at  nearly  every 
service.  Please  pray  for  me  and  thess 
dear  Korean  leaders  that  we  may  havs 
Divine  guidance,  patience  and  strength 
to  carry  on  this  work. 

Shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  some¬ 
time.

On  several  occasions  we  liave 
heard  of  pastors  hostile  to  the  or¬ 
ganized  work  of  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  worming  their  way  into  our 
churches.  They  then  begin  to  crip¬ 
ple  Cooperative  Program  efforts 
and  do  other  things  calculated  to 
wean  the  church  away  from  our 
way  of  doing  things. 

Recently  we  heard  of  a  young 
preacher,  who  played  fair.  His 
jmstor  recommended  him  to  a 
church.  Tlie  church  called  him 
upon  the  pastor’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  without  ever  having  inter¬ 
viewed  the  young  man  or  having 
heard  him  preach. 

The  morning  he  arrived  to 
preach  his  first  sermon  as  pastor 
the  deacons  called  him  into  con¬ 
ference  and  told  him  that  the 
church  was  a  Landmark  church 
and  that  they  had  no  Sunday 
school  and  did  not  want  one.  They 
further  explained  that  they  were 
telling  him  before  he  preached  his 
first  sermon  that  they  did  not 
want  him  to  be  preaching  on 
missions. 

The  young  man  said  to  them, 
“There  will  not  be  any  first  ser¬ 
mon.  I  believe  in  Sunday  schools, 

I  am  a  missionary  Baptist  and  I 
believe  in  missions,  and  if  1  am 
going  to  he  the  pastor  of  a  church 
I  am  going  to  promote  and  sup¬ 
port  those  things.  Therefore  I  am 
leaving  now — not  after  the  first 
sermon.**

It  was  In  their  home  we  spent 
the  first  two  months  in  Seoul  last  year. 
Now  they  are  refugees:  haring  loot 
everything  but  their  lives.  They  had 
been  able  to  secure  three  rooms  lor 
themselves  and  me.  Every  bit  of  apace 
In  this  etty  is  occupied  by  refugees. 
Had  t#  bay  furniture  again.  David  Aim 
saved  our  car.  Theg  used  IX  in  evacuate

It  is  still  true  that  “where  there’s 
a  will  there’s  a  way."  Recently 
The  Baptist  Record  received  a  let¬ 
ter  from  a  good  Baptist  woman.  It 
stated  that  the  EVERY  FAMILY 
Plan  had  been  presented  to  the 
members  of  her  church  but  that 
they  failed  to  do  anything  about 
it  because  of  a  lack  of  funds.  Site 
asked  about*  other  subscription 
plans.  These  were  sent  her. 

Recently  a  letter  came  from  this 
good  woman  from  which  we 
quote;  • 

“Enclosing  $14.00  money  order, 
also  list  of  those  desiring  -the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record.  We  have  26  resident 
families  represented  in  our  church. 
I  solicted  11,  explained  the  terms, 
sq  the  church  gave  me  $.»  to 
make  it  14  subscriptions  for  two 
aged  members  and  a  widow.  Four¬ 
teen  entitles  us  to  the  $1.00  rate 
as  we  have  26  resident  families.’’ 


Last  week’s  Baptist  Record  had 
a  circulation  of  70,409.  This  is 
paid  circulation  and  not  counting 
extras  which  go  to  advertisers  and 

exchanges. 

A  few  weeks  ago  we  made  an 
appeal  to  the  pastors  and  other 
interested  friends  to  help  us  get 
to  the  70,000  mark.  But  they  did 
so  much  better  than  we  asked  we 
are  wondering  if  we  couldn’t  reach

a  second  Baptist  Church  in  the  city  of 
Jackson  and  appropriated  $1,500  toward 
establishing  a  church  and  made  recom¬ 
mendation  about  a  pastor — the  Rev. 

W.  P.  Price  was  selected  as  the  pastor 
of  this  new  mission  church.  The  name 
of  the  church  was  changed  to  “Calvary” 
in  1925. 

These  fifty  years  of  the  church's  his¬ 
tory  records  six  pastors,  with  one  man, 

Dr.  H.  M.  King  having  served  for  more 
than  half  of  the  entire  life  of  the  church. 

Dr.  Claude  B.  Bowen,  pastor  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  is  the 
only  former  pastor  now  living.  His  pas¬ 
torate  spans  a  period  of  eight  years, 
the  second  longest  pastorate  of  the 
church.  The  first  pastor,  Rev.  W.  P. 

Price  served  the  church  seven  years _ 

other  pastors  having  served  the  church 
are:  Dr.  M.  O.  Patterson,  who  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  head  of  the  Bible 
department  of  Mississippi  College;  Dr. 

J.  N.  McMillan,  whose  last  pastorate 
First  Baptist  Church,  Louisville. 

The  present  pastor,  Dr.  Harold  G.  Bas- 
den,  came  to  the  pastorate  in  1949. 

The  present  church  property  covers 
a  full  block  facing  south  on  West  Capi¬ 
tol  and  extends  north  a  block  to  the 
rear.  Six  buildings,  including  homes 
for  the  Pastor  and  Director  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  are  conveniently  located  on  this 
spacidus  property.  In  addition,  there  is 
a  parking  lot  with  a  capacity  of  45  cars. 

It  is  connected  to  all  buildings  with  con¬ 
crete  sidewalks.  The  total  church  prop¬ 
erty  is  evaluated  at  approximately  three- 
fourths  of  a  million  dollars. 

The  Sanctuary  Building  was  built  in 
1928.  This  building  houses  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  with  adjoining  educational  facili¬ 
ties.  It  is  an  imposing  colonial  structure 
of  ivory  brick  with  broad  steps  and  a 
colonnade  supported  by  six  stone  pillars.

CLOTHING  AND  CLIMATE 

General  summer  conditions  will  pre¬ 
vail  over  the  southwest  and  western 
area  of  the  United  States  in  June.  Bap¬ 
tists  journeying  to  the  convention  should 
wear  the  usual  summer  clothes  (both 
sport  and  dress).  However,  heavier 
clothing  will  be  needed  for  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  mountain  areas  in  the  West. 

For  those  two  areas  (San  Francises 
and  the  Mountains)  the  following  clothes 
are  suggested: 

WOMEN 

Medium-weight  dresses,  suits,  light  or 
medium-weight  coats.  Sweaters  and 
jackets  may  be  worn  in  the  mountain 
areas.  In  San  Francisco,  large  hats  are 
inadvisable  because  at  prevailing  winds; 
most  San  Francisco  women  prefer 
smaller  hats.  White  shoes  are  not  ap¬ 
proved. 

MEN 

Business  suits,  tweeds,  and  conserva¬ 
tive  sports  garb  in  San  Francisco.  White 
formats  or  flannels,  white  shoes  or 
open-neck  shirts  are  not  suitable.  Most 
hotels  and  restaurants  require  neckties 
and  coats  in  dining  rooms.  For  both  San 
Francisco  and  Mountain  areas,  a  light 
topcoat  is  advisable.  For  mountain 
areas,  sweaters,  and  jackets  will  be 
needed.  Other  informal  sports  clothes 
may  be  worn  as  the  ocassion  demands: 
hiking,  fishing,  picknicking,  et  al. 

In  most  western  states,  the  nights 
are  cool  and  families  are  advised  to 
take  light  blankets  for  general  use. 
Parents  should  be  careful  to  have  prop¬ 
er  clothes  for  children  at  night,  and  in 
mountain  areas. 

Night  driving  is  preferred  by  many 
motorists  in  some  desert  areas  of  Rri- 
zona  and  Southern  California.

This  u  Ihe  tenth  Sunday  since  we 
w»„  our  rapid  survey  of  the  high 
points  of  Bible  history.  We  have  followed 
the  progress  of  the  Hebrew  nation  as 
it  developed  in  Ooda  purpose  for  it. 
This  purpose  was  expressed  in  the 
Abraham  in  convenant.  Once  and  again 
the  Jews  have  failed  through  the  sin 
of  seeking  their  own  way.  and  thus  for¬ 
saking  God's  way.  of  leaning  upon  their 
own  understanding  instead  of  holding 
fast  their  faith  in  God.  This  was  the 
real  cause  back  of  the  division  of  the 
dom.  God  had  made  the  Israelites  a 
great  people  and  had  welded  them  into 
a  great  nation;  but  the  self-wlU  and  In¬ 
fidelity  of  the  people  tore  the  land  Into 
two  and  brought  the  political  ruin  of 
both.  Under  an  unscrupulous  political 
leader,  the  people  of  the  north  went  off 
from  the  people  of  the  south,  but  far 
more  important  and  fateful,  they  went 
off  from  the  God  who  had  brought  them 
up  into  prominence  among  the  peoples 
of  the  world,  and  so,  they  never  came 
back.  Instead,  when  they  were  carried 
away  into  captivity,  they  just  went  far¬ 
ther  off  into  idolatry  and  were  lost  to 
all  hope  of  restoration  or  continued  na¬ 
tional  identity.  , 

Today  we  look  at  the  people  of  the 
aoath,  of  Jadea,  the  Jews,  and  find 
them  in  a  land  of  captivity.  Bnt  we  And 
that  they  are  still  a  distinct  people,  nay, 
they  are  a  more  distinct  people  than 
ever  before.  Always  before,  there  had 
been  a  danger  that  they  would  revert 
to  idolatry,  bot  there  waa  never  aach 
a  danger  after  they  were  taken  into 
captivity.  That  experience  purged  the 
Iasi  vestige  of  paganism  out  of  the  Jews 
and  left  nanght  bnt  a  horning  neat,  real 
or  formal,  for  Jehovah.

This  man  was  no  Jew.  tout 
a  Persian:  king  first  of  Persia  then 
by  oonquest  king  also  of  Batoylon,  of 
the  known  world.
